Details of Interest. 

The Assoctated Press is able to give out 
One additional and interesting as well:as 
important detail in regard to the condi- 
tions of peace. Most important of all is 
the fact that the forma] recognition of 
Japan’s possession of the Chinese Eastern 
railroad below Kuenchengtse, the junction 
of the branch of Kirin, involves payment 
by Russia to China of a sum estimated at 
$75,000,000. This is the Chinese interest 
in the road and for it China must be 
remunerated. 

The question of the ultimate possession 
of the road is a matter to be settled be- 
twéen Japan and China. Japan can keep 
the road or surrender it to China, de- 
manding in return the money paid by 
Russia to Ghina. If she elects the latter 
course, Japan. will, therefore, obtain as 
indirect ‘“‘spoll of war’’ from Russia the 
above mentioned sum, in addition to reim- 
bursement for the cost of maintaining the 
Russian prisoners of war, for which Japan 
will present an itemized bill. Japan is 
known to have given her word to China 
not to retain the railroad, which was real- 
ly built for strategic purposes. 

But if China prefers the money to the 
railroad Japan ‘could not: be accused of 
bad faith. Inasmuch as Japan was de- 
sirous even before the war of extending 
the then projected Korean railroad, which 
is ajJready in operation, so as to eventu- 
ally connect with the Eastern Chinese 
road and Shan-Hai-Kwan road, and in the 
negotiations which preceded hostilities 
asked Russia to bind herself not to im- 
pede this aim, it ds considered likely that 
she would herself prefer the railroad to 
the money.

City Has Allowed Paving to Get Into 

Awful Condition and Now Pri- 
vate Corporation Will Do 
Something Towards He- 


pairing It. 


Peachtree street, from Pine to Sixth 


streets, ig to have new trolley car rails. 
This means that the thoroughfare, which 
is now in awfu)]’ condition, will be re- 
paired to some extent, at least in the 
eénter of the street, and new asphalt 
laid. 

Commissioner Collier was yesterday in- 
formed by Vice President T. K. Glenn, 
of the Georgia Railway and Blectric 
Company, of the intention of the cor- 
poration to lay the new tracks on Peach- 
tree street. The gork will prevent the 
commissioner from putting his asphalt 
workers on the lower end of Peachtree 
street. 

The asphalt men are at 
Peachtree, and they have been there for 
three weeks, but they are on that por- 
tion of the thoroughfare which lies be- 
tween Ellis street and Pine street. They 
are at present on the eaSt side of the 
street. After reaching Pine street they 
will come back toward Elis street On 
the west side. 

If any money is then left in 
asphalt repair fund, says Commissioner 
Collier, the asphalt men wil] be put to 
work on that section of the street that 
lies beyond Pine street. 

If the car tracks are soon to be Fe- 
placed with heavier rails—and Commis- 
sioner Collier states that it is his in- 
formation the work is to commence at 
once—Peachtree street will be again in 
fair condition, particularly if the asphalt 
workers are allowed to fill up the holes 
that are near the curbing. 

Residents of Peachtree street are very 
much discouraged by the conddition ctf 
the thoroughfare, not only because it is 
unsightly, but because it is dangerous. 
Residents of other asphalt streets are 
wordering if they are to be subjected 
to what Peachtree street is undergping 
when the paving in front of their homes 
needs repairing. 

Commissioner Collier contends that the 
Peachtree street asphalt is worn out. 

‘“‘Peachtree street property owners,’ he 
said, ‘‘petitioned counci] for an asphalt 
paving. It was granted. They en‘ered 
into a contract with the paving company 
which laid their asphalt ang gave then 
a guarantee for ten years. The asphalt 
has been down twelve years, two years 
longer than it Was expected to last. ‘ins 
asphalt is simply worn out. It cannot 
longer be repaired, because one asphilt 
patch. refuses to join with another 
asphalt patch. 

“What those people. should do is to 
petition counci]) .for .-another paving. 
They should pay for it under the assess- 
ment plan. If Peachtree street properiy 
owners are given free paving, the resul: 
will be that there will be no more paving 
laid in Atlanta under the assessment 
plan, and free paving in Atlanta means 
the bankrupting of the city. I know 
what I am talking about.

The story goes that the railroad! four residences near the city hall.

has much to do with the Chinese of- 
ficial ill-feeling toward Americans. 
This railroad would be the great 
trunk line between three of the great- 
est cities and trading centers in the 
most populous portion of the Chinese 
empire, the third city touched being | 
Hankow. The governmental conces-| 
sions for building this railroad were 
long regarded as the greatest capi- 
talistic prize to be obtained in China, 
and seven years ago pressure brought 
to bear on the Pekin authorities re- 
sulted in the granting of the conces- 
sion of the Pekin-Hankow portion of 
the proposed railway to a Belgian 
syndicate, while the American syndi- 
cate known as the American-China 
Development Company won the con- 
cession for the Canton-Hankow por- 
tion. 

During the seven years that have 
since intervened the Chinese have 
waited in vain for the building of 
their great trunk line. The Ameri- 
can syndicate has done no more than 
build a few miles of spur track, leav- 
ing untouched the main line of some 
500 miles. The Belgians have done a 
little better on their end of the line, 
but they have merely done enough 
work to hold down the concession. 
A development that naturally did not 
please the Chinese government was 
the disclosure, a few years ago, that 
the Belgian syndicate was in reality 
a French and Russian aggregation of 
financiers. Perhaps it was about that 
time that a supplementary agreement 
was made between the Chinese and 
the American syndicate, in which this 
proviso was inserted: 

The object of making this supplemental 

agreement of equa] force with the orig- 
inal agreement is to permit of the ben- 
efits being transmitted by the American 
company to their successors or assigns, 
but the Americans cannot transfer the 
rights of these agreements to other na- 
tions or people Of other nationalities.

“4 Petitioners charge and believe that 
the ownership and operation of the Au- 
gusta Southern railroad by the Southern 
railway are in violation of laws of Geor- 
gia, because the Augusta and Savannah 
railroad. whose line extends from Au- 
gusta to Millen and is a campeting line 
with the Augusta Southern railroad, is 
operated under lease by the Central of 
Georgla Railway Company, which is in 
turn owned and controlled, to the best 
of petitioners’ knowledge and belief, by 
the Southern rallway.

The first contact was noticeable, to the 
naked eye, about ten minutes after 5 
o'clock. At tat hour a slight darkening 
was observaDl®~on the edge of the sun. 
This rapidly increased until nearly three- 
tenths of the sun's disc was agg 
There was & perceptible drop in t 
temperature, and the hitherto brillian 
sun rays were noticeably diminished. 

This partial eclipse passed off —— 
but persons who took: the pains to = 
up early were repaid for their trouble, 
for it was quite plain. 

While Atlantans were not able to see 
the eclipse in all its wierd wonderfu!- 
ness, Americans will soon have all the 
particulars of what happened, and we 
wil] reap all the advantages scientists ob- 
tained from its observation, for Uncle 
Sam has been prepairing for this eclipse 
for some time, and experts from the 
weather department, as well age from 
Harvard, Yale and the other great edu- 
cational institutions, have been sent into 
Spain and Africa, where the path of 
totality was complete. 

The federal government was represent- 
ed abroad by Professor rank Bigelow.
